Start Treatment Plant 


The town has been guaranteed 
the federal funds necessary to 
construct the water treatment 
plant at Haggetts pond. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin received the formal notifi- 
cation from HUD Tuesday noon, 
noting that $1,500,000 is being 
reserved for the project. 

Meanwhile the paper work, so- 
called, necessary to free funds 
for the project is proceeding as 
rapidly as possible. 

Tuesday morning, the town 
manager and Public Works 
Director Robert McQuade met with 
the emergency finance board in 
Boston, seeking approval for the 
town’s share of funding the 
$5,000,000 project. 

While in Boston, the two also 
conferred with HUD officials there, 
regarding the town’s progress to 
date on the funding of the project. 

Senator William X, Wall has filed 
legislation to allow the town to 
use the remainder of a 1965 bond 
issue of $550,000 designated then 
for a new town hall, now to be 
applied to the treatment plaat. 

A hearing onthe bill is scheduled 
for 10 a.m. Monday at the state 
house. 

Legislative approval is neces- 
sary before the funds can be freed 


for the new project. 

Town meeting this year approved 
an additional $1,000,000 for the 
project, to go with funds approved 
in 1970. All local funds were ap- 
proved. on condition that the 
$1,500,000 could be obtained from 
the federal government. 

With the necessary legal work 
moving along well, it is antici- 
pated that construction will be able 
to be underway soon. 

It is expected the plant will 
be in operation by 1973. 

It will take water from the 
Merrimack river, treat it and 
place it in the Haggetts Pond 
reservoir. 

The additional supply is needed 
to meet the increased demands of 
the town. 

The controversial increase in 
the water rates, approved by the 
selectmen, is expected to be used 
to cover the bond issues required 
for the project as well as put the 
water department on a self-sus- 
taining basis. 

Further discussion of the water 
rates is expected at the 
selectmen’s meeting Monday, May 
10. Several residents appeared 
at the last meeting to request a 
change in the rate structure, but 
the matter was postponed.

Chelmsford, J ittleton, Groton, 
in math, reading, Spanish, for 
starters, as well as developing 
an adult education curriculum - 
“Pll be doing there essentially 
what we were going to be doing 
here, in addition to the technical 
school courses,’’ Danahy said. 

Since town meeting, Danahy has 
been looking over the places where 
the action is in his fields - data 
processing in general, application 
of computers to the educational, 
administrative and sudzetary tasks 
of school systems, in particular, 
and the growing fields of computer 
assisted instruction (CAI) and 
computer managed instruction. 

The action inhis fields presently 
is not in Andover, since voters 
cut the school budget by the $60,000 
intended to bring a comprehensive 
computer to Andover schools. 

Danahy shrugs over the town 
meeting’s turning down the com- 
puter program in Andover. ‘‘An- 
dover doesn’t know what it passed 
up - in the way of individualized 
instruction for its students, ad- 
ministrative efficiency and 
budgetary evaluation, adult educa- 
tion, and -- pretty important -- in 
federal monies that will be pumped 
into school systems pioneering in 
the field. That’s one ofthe reasons 
Ken Seifert was going into it now. 
Put no one was listening. 

‘Men had lost jobs, and people 
were out to cut, and after the 
schools. Nothing would have made 
any difference this year, no matter 
how good an investment it was - 
including the fact that one of the 
things we could have done was 
offer adults computer program- 
ming instruction, for job retrain- 
ing.’’ 

Danahy came to Andover from 
nearby Billerica, where he was 
head ef data processing, and a 
teacher. former _ students in 
various colleges, - Brigham Young 
University, for one, --are now 
developing new programs in com- 
puter assisted instruction, and still 
in touch with Danahy, trading ideas. 
.Danahy and his wife, a reading 
teacher, have developed remedial 
reading programs through com- 
puter assistant instruction that 
have been featured in Parents’ 
Magazine, in the current pro- 
fessional ' reading  teacher’s 
publication, and Pillerica’s 
pioneering in computer instruction 
has been featured by anation-wide 
wire service. One of the leading 
publishers in the field has just 
asked to publish Danahy’s work 
on computer curriculum develop- 
ment, budgetary accounting, grade 
reporting and on PPEBS. 

On what? 

PPES, Danahy explains, is 
Program Planned Budgetary 
Systems, a new method of pin- 
pointing program costs broken 
down into the cost of a program 
even at a certain grade in a par- 
ticular school. Danahy says PPBS 
will be used in public schools 
across the country, ‘‘You ought 
to know about it already, - Ken 
Seifert was on the national board 
that developed the specifications.”’ 

Danahy is a frank admirer of 
the Andover superintendent. He 
told the TOWNSMAN that when he 
was ready to move on from Bille- 
rica, he had offers from four of 
the top systems in the state, in- 
cluding Brookline. ‘‘I chose An- 
dover because of Ken Seifert, and

what I could learn from him. I 
figured it was my best move.” 
But Danahy doesn’t waste much 
time on ‘‘what might have been.’’ 
He waxes enthusiastic about the 
educational potential of computer 
assisted instruction, and the large 
and varied segments of a com-: 
munication’s population it can 
serve, economically, - from the 
students in the elementary, junior 
high and high schools, to technical 
schools, to students confined in bed 
for long illnesses, the economies 
in administrative and budgetary 
work, for teaching foreign speaking 
members of the community Eng- 
lish (*You just turn around the 
program to teach the kids Spanish, 
and you’ve got it.’’) for providing 
instruction to jail inmates. 

As for the federal money Danahy 
says Andover has missed out on, 
Danahy claims that computer as- 
sisted instruction will be moving 
widely into the schools by 1975- 
80, because of the learning 
efficiency and economical invest- 
ment it affords. ‘‘Whatever 
systems are in there first, and 
have the expertise, are going to 
be reaping the benefits when the 
federal money loosens up. Pro- 
jects are in the works now.”’ 

Danahy shrugs again.

From the swing hand era there 
emerged two styles of Jazz. One 
was the bebop school of. Jazz. 
The advance in style of bebopover 
previous Jazz styles compares 
roughly with the changes in style 
of traditional music since the 
impressionistic period. Like much 
of contemporary traditional music, 
this music is difficult to hear and 
understand. at first. 

The word ‘‘cool’’ was used 
to describe this type of music, 
and the term was appropriate, as 
the tone quality of the instruments 
and the performance styles in 
this music are much more relaxed 
in feeling and free from tension 
than previous Jazz styles: 

The rhythm section no longer 
punches four heavy beats to the 
measure, but keeps the beat going 
with a quiet bright cymbal. Inline 
with the general tendency towards 
a relaxed Jazz style, the piano is 
often omitted in bebop ensembles. 
Dynamics are subdued and instru- 
ments such as the flute, French 
horn, oboe, English horn and 
bassoon are used to express a 
more reserved feeling and tone 
quality. 

Alterations in harmony and 
melody are favored in place of 
plain primary treads or unaltered 
sevenths.

Pete met Polio on Aug. 7, 1955 
when Bruce Dodd became avictim. 
The neighborhood set up a visiting 
schedule. Helen Dunlap sent out 
post cards for the scheduled visit- 
ing days toMr. Dodd. The Wilson’s 
time was Sunday afternoon. John 
and Ruth Erving knew about hospi- 
tals. They both had been polio 
patients. They formed a nucleus 
to start the ‘‘Dodd Erigade.”’ 
They remembered the people who 
were there -- who cared. Pate 
and Ethel returned Sunday after 
Sunday for over a year. 

The Wilson’s picked up the 
banner of the March of Dimes 
and have not laid it down. 

Pete will walk Saturday for the 


March of Dimes, Ethel will give 
him a cup of coffee before he 
starts. This is not their first 
tack, The Andover businessmen 
know itis.January when Pete comes 
in annually with March of Dimes 
Cannisters. 

In the 1971 campaign, Mr. Wilson 
introduced Jerry Nadeau to An- 
dover as Chairman of Special Gifts 
which was only fitting as Betty 
Nadeau had nursed Fred Snite, the 
first polio patient retained in an 
iron lung in 1935. 

When Pete met Mrs. Lawrence 
Spiegel, they did not discuss the 
60,000 people afflicted with polio, 
that worst epidemic - they talked 
about the 250,000 children stricken 
with birth defects each year and 
launched a Campaign involving all 
of Andover.

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Editorial Comment

Dr. Daniel Frishman of the school committee certainly 
could have used a choicer use of words when discussing the 
ordered school budget cuts at a recent meeting. ‘ 

In reference to the town meeting cutting of the budget, 
Dr. Frishman indicated that since the voters cut the budget, 
“we should zap it to them.” 

We feel that the voters had issued a mandate in their 
actions and are not entitled to be “‘zapped,” by their deci- 
sion. 

True, the school committee can go to the courts to get 
the money restored, but this would be foolhardy, we think, 
since for a change the voters wanted to exercise some con- 
trol over school budgets. 

The school department has characteristically returned 
money at the end of the budget year. 

One year it was caught short, after department heads 
were ordered to expend the balance of their budget. 

The townspeople have asked for relief and ordered cuts 
in the school budget. 

It was left up to the school department to figure where 
the cuts should be made. 

The bulk of the cutting was ordered for dropping of a 
computer center. . 

Another portion was in the school busing account. 

We feel that among the five members of the committee 
and the administration, sufficient cuts can be made to still 
provide the quality education Andover wants and has 
proven willing to pay for in the past. 

We would dislike curtailing of bus service, as a method of 
“setting even,” or “zapping.” 

We feel there is sufficiency in several of the depart- 
mental accounts and programs to salvage a workable pro- 
gram. 

We would also be averse to seeing programs curtailed at 
the expense of the young people of the community, in an 
effort to “zap” the voters. 

School committee people in particular and_ political 
aspirants in general, should be well aware that the art of 
“zapping” works two ways, particularly in the area of 
political science. 


Good Effort 


Public spirited citizens last week put in a good effort in 
a town-wide general cleanup campaign. : 

The Earth Week observance was beneficial to the town. 

Many people worked in cleaning up the general area at 
the sanitary disposal site. 

Many worked in the downtown areas of the tewn picking 
up litter, later picked up by the public works department 
and disposed of at the dump. 

Continued attention to the problem of litter will insure 
that Andover will become a notoriously clean community. 

In an effort to further insure this possibility, a group of 
citizens has provided barrels at various locations throughout 
the town for the deposit of litter. 

The symbol on the barrels should be a stimulus to 
following through. 

KAN, meaning keep Andover neat, is evident throughout 
the town. 

The symbol, with its accompanying depository facilities, 
should influence residents to make every effort to keep the 
community clean and attractive. 


Junk Cars 


The selectmen have given their full support to the efforts 
of Building Inspector Arthur Peatman in his annual drive to 
remove junk cars from the town. 

Specific bylaws prohibit the storage of junk automobiles 
in Andover. 

Annually the building inspector, characteristically in the 
spring of the year, begins enforcement of the ordinance. 

The selectmen have unanimously lent their support to 
the annual program to remove these eyesores from the 
Andover landscape. 

It is an encouraging move and should continue the An- 
dover beautification program begun last week.

What Our Readers Say 


Before we take Dan Frishman 
over the coals for what may have 
been no more than an unfortunate 
choice of words I think it is 
important to examine the facts. 
In dealing with a line item budget 
it is dangerous and misleading to 
perform comparisons and make 
decisions as was done at town 
meeting. In deciding to cut 
$43,000 from the bus account I 
am sure that few realized that 
about one third of the period that 
the budget covers had already 
passed. In other words, one third 
of the on-going operation had al- 
ready taken place. I am equally 
certain that few of the voters 
considered that a sizeable fraction 
of the total bus bill is reimbursed 
by the state. In any event if the 
policies of the school committee in 
terms of the overall bus program 
are too generous, the town meeting 
was the first time that objection 
had been raised so vehemently. 
As a matter of fact most of the 
evidence we have indicates that 
some increase in bus service is 
desired. The school committee has 
attempted to maximize the number 
of students who could reasonably be 
expected to walk to school. The 
rural nature of the town, however, 
and the lack of sidewalks in many 
sections has made it difficult to 
hold the line on busing.

Congratulations to the seven 
student associates for composing 
their summary of the status of the 
lack of discipline inAndover’s high 
school. 

The fadof substituting entertain- 
ment, bothgroup and individual, for 
useful education is proving costly. 
It is some of the cause of the 
problems the young encounter in 
the world beyond school. The 
analysis of the associated students 
should provide some of the guide 
needed for moving beyond this fad, 

Some of the nonsense being in- 
corporated into public high school 
education in the name of profes- 
sionalism is a concomitant of the 
professional educators’ position 
that ‘‘in the lower grades it is 
beneath their pride to bring child- 
ren from class room to cafeteria, 
or from bus to class room or col- 
lect bank money.’’ 

This generates the notion that 


Certainly the easiest_route would 


be to ignore the cut and turn the 
case over to the Attorney General. 
I would hope this can be avoided. 
Every effort to economize should 
be made which will not affect 
academic programs. The primary 
responsibility of school com- 
mittees, under the law, is related 
to the academic program. There- 
fore, even if the cuts made at town 
meeting were not indicated in 
specific areas it would be the 
responsibility of the school com- 
mittee to cut those services which 
do not directly affect academic 
programs.: 

In conclusion, therefore, it is 
simply not possible to absorb the 
budget cuts without impact some- 
where in the system. There are 
no items in the budget which can 
be summarily dismissed, Nor 
does it make any sense to reduce 
each account by some percentage 
calculated to make the budget bal- 
ance.. To do so makes a mockery 
of the entire budget process, the 
review of the budget by other 
town boards and the basic integ- 
rity of the entire school admin- 
istration. 

I hope that the school commit- 
tee can agree on those changes 
which will have the least dele- 
terious ‘effect on the academic 
program and restore some of the 
confidence and good will which 
has been sacrificed by this 
unfortunate incident.
